aſcent above eur Horifon, he ſeemingly now ariſeth 
io the South-Eaft quarter and ſetteth in the South- 
Weft. The Sun is{indeed) removed fo far from our 
Zenith or vertical point, that he cannot decline any 
further, but here cometh to and at a ſeeming fray, 
making to us the ſhorteſt days and longeſt nights in the 
whole year. But as he is coming nearer and nearer 
unto us, he maketh leſſer portion of ſbadow, and 
greater quantity of Sun ſhine, until he be arrived at 
the beginning of Aris again, when making avether 
Spring, he alſo maketh equality again between 3 un- 
ſhine and ſhadow, (i. e.) days and night - 
This Raſogis the greateſt enemy to the Spring that 
can be, ic is the diſgrace of Summer,and the devourer 
of tbe Golden Harveſt, It is naturally cold and moiſt, 
and therefore unpleatant to travellers by Land, or 
Voyapers by Sea,and unto aged per ſons it is very 
noxious ad trouleſome, cauſing ſuperfluities of raw 
humour, and abundance of cold and moiſture to a- 
bound:ia their decaying bod ies to their greatgreif and 
difquier of miad.
